The Florida law (chapter 6515), 


provides that after September 1 un- 
til November 5 each year, oranges, 
the juice of which contains 1 30 per 
•cent or more by weight of crystal- 
ized citric acid, shall be considered 
immature and unfit for consumption 
The standard effecting grapefruit is 
set aside by the proviso that all or 
anges or grapefruit showing an av 
erago on the trees of one half color, 
indicating ripeness, shall be deemed 
mature and may be shipped or 
•without being submitted to the ac^d 
test 


This law has been found to be dlf 


licult of enforcement, particularly be 
•cause of the one half color proviso, 
*nd will probably be superseded by 
the federal maturity standard and 
the adoption by the state pure food 
department of the same regulation 
The federal regulation is presumed 
to clothe the state pure food inspect 
ors with authority to investigate and 
proceed in much the same manner as 
local authorities are authorized un

• N the first article of this series It 


was shown how the nonswimmer 
could best master the rudiments 
of watermanship through the side 


stroke or the elementary crawl, and 
time has now come for him to select 
one of the advanced free style types 
and learn It 


He has the choice of the trudgeon, 


crawl and trudgeon-crawl, and we will 
speak today of the first named, leav- 
ing the other two for later treat- 
ment 


Bioadly speaking, the trudgeon Is a 


double overarm stroke with a single 
k'ck to each complete drive of the two 
arms 
Many advocate it for long dis- 


tance swimming-, nnd there is no doubt 
that it will prove eminently satlsfac- 
torv for all round use, whethpi in com- 
petition or In pleasure bathing 


It Is restful, yet speedy 
The swim- 


mer lies at ease on the water without 


deep breath and face down once more 
to empty the lungs again under water, 
continuing the same process at inter- 
vals. 


This Identical exercise may be taken 


while stretched out flat on the water, 
either supported by floating device or 
hanging on to something, and not a 
few instructors also recommend push 
lug off face down from the side of 
a pool and exhaling the while, then 
twtisttag the head, as told, to breathe 
deeply 


These methods will be found excel 


lent, but should facilities for employ- 
Ing them cot be at one's disposal it Is 
possible to obtain the wanted results 
by going through the respiratory ac- 
tion at home in a washing bowl The 
object is simply to get used to taking 
breath above the surface and exhaling 
under water 


When this is accomplished the candi- 


date is ready to bury the face and as 
snme the position required by tbe

The arm movements of tbe trudgeon 


should vary slightly in accordance 
niti toe characteristics ot the indl

All strain on the muscles must 


be avoided so it will be obvious that 
while a swimmer with supple siioul 
ders and limber joints may seek a long 
reach And drii e with straight arm an 
other whose shoulders and joints are 
stiffer less free, will do better bv 
shortening the stroke and carrying 
the elbow comfortably bent hi pull- 
ing 


The leg drive used with the trudgeon 


Is called a scissors kick and consists of 
a slow opening of the legs— front and 
back, as to walking, not lateral—and 
a quick vigorous closing of them. The 
top leg is brought forward a little. 
almost straight, and toes pointing back, 
the under leg Is bent nearly to kneeling 
position, but not quite, then the two 
are snapped together so that knees and 
feet brush 
The kick is Introduced at 


the end of tbe top arm drive— that Is. 
the legs float apart, relaxed, as this 
arm Is about to complete its pull, and 
whip together just as it finishes at the 
thigh 


Common mistakes in performing the 


scissors kick are opening the legs too 
v '£>"», drawing up the thighs in re 
covering, separating the knee» later- 
ally and making tbe negative move- 
ments swiftly 


If tbe opening of tbe scissors is ex- 


cessive or tbe tbi#bs are drawn np In 
recovering a rather large resisting sur- 
face la presented to the water, and this 
offsets the benefit derived from tbe 
drive, so that part of the applied en- 
ergy goes for naught Separating the 
knees sld»wayg also makes tbe kick 
'ess effective, because the forward 
shoot is obtained from the pressure of 
the legs upon the wedge of water be- 
tween them, and if they don't close 
near enough the two forces fail to 
combine, and tbe resulting impetus Is 
greatly reduced. In opening the legs 
too rapidly a cheek is placed on the 
body, for the movement to one of re- 
sistance 


In swimming tbe trudgeon— or any 


stroke, for the matter of that-one 
should aim at keeping tbe entire body 
from head to feet on the straight line 
of advance This menus that the head 
•hould not be raised or bent in breath- 
ing, but only twisted sideways from

LEARN HOW TO SWIM 


Ii a Series tf Tea Articles Famous Expert 
Louis De R Handle? of tbe H. Y. A. C. 
Gives Advice to Begiaaers aid Veterans, 


Article J*o. 2. — The Trudtfeon Strokft

N the flrst article of this series it 


was shown how the nonswimmer 
could best master the rudiments 
of watermanship through the side 


stroke or the elementary crawl, and 
time has now come for him to select 
one of the advanced free style types 
and learn it 
He has the choice of the trudgeon, 


crawl and trudgeon-crawl, and we will 
speak today of the first named, leav- 
ing the other two for later treat- 
ment. 


Broadly speaking, the trudgeon Is a 


double overarm stroke, with a single 
k'ck to each complete drive of the two 
arms. Many advocate it for long dis- 
tance swimming, and there is no doubt 
that it will prove eminently satisfac- 
tory for all round use, whethei is com- 
petition or in pleasure bathing. 


It is restful, yet speedy. The swim- 


mer lies at ease on the water without 


deep breath and face down once more 
to empty the lungs again under water, 
continuing the same process at inter- 
vals. 
This identical exercise may be taken 


while stretched out flat on the wpter, 
either supported by floating device or 
hanging on to something, and not a 
few instructors also recommend push- 
ing off face down from the side of 
a pool and exhaling the while, then 
twtisting the bead, as told, to breathe 
deeply- 
These methods will be found excel- 


lent, but should facilities for employ- 
Ing them, cot be at one's disposal it Is 
possible to obtain the wanted results 
by going through the respiratory ac- 
tion at home in a washing bowl. The 
object Is simply to get used to taking 
breath above the surface and exhaling 
under -water. 


When this is accomplished the candi- 


date is ready to bury the face and as- 
sume the position required by the 
modern strokes—nearly horizontal with

the movements of arms and legs re- 
quire very little exertion, and practical- 
ly no resistance is offered in recovery, 
so that every ounce of expended ener- 
gy is fully utilized. 
-r- Probably the best proof which can be 


adduced of the value of the tmdgeon 
Is the work done by Its devotees in 
tests of aquatic endurance. Charles 
Durborow of Philadelphia used It In 
crossing Delaware bay in 1912, when 
he established the obtaining American 
long distance record of nineteen and 
three-quarter miles in 14 boras 15 min- 
utes across tide, a performance equal 
to the English channel swim both to 
length and in difficulty of course. Al- 
fred Brown of New Tort,, our national 
professional swimming champion, who 
was the first to reach Sandy Hook 
from the r.attery, in New York bay, 
and to span the Panama canal, also 
showed it from start to finish in these 
feats, and so did George lleehan, the 
Boston amateur, in creating last sum- 
mer a new record of 7 hours 18 min- 
utes for the Battery to Sandy Hook 
route. 


One need hnrilly point out that a 


stroke which enables its exponents to 
swim fabt aud continuously for so 
many hours without iil effect may be 
adopted conftdeutlj for everyday pur- 
poses even by people of middle age 
ami children. _ 


For. the, tent the trudgeon is more 


easy to learjj thnn Hie awkward and 
complicated fcrcast stroke, provided the 
propo-proHreisii^wurac! is followed. 
Jt will ,cpmc quite naturally to those 
•who have I'OBn .taught to -swim by 
means of t!|c Side sti'Oke 'or elemen- 
tary orntvl. fjr'fbe nction^ls very sim- 
ilar. 


Tho flrst care in approaching the 


trudseou should be to Icain how to 
breathe for It 
The balance of trie 


body depend* 1'ifKely upon knowing 
Jiow and when to inhale and exhale, 
and without balnui-c goi.d swimming is 
impossible. 


The correct \v;\£ to breathe in using 


the trndflwn is to liiliale through the 
mouth durin;: the drive of the top arm 
and exhale under wnter while the same 
arm recovers, preferably through the 
nostrils. 


There are several exercises by which 


tbts artificial mode of respiration may 
be practiced and acquired. 
For In' 


stance, the pupil can stand on bottom 
In wsl»t deep water, lean over until hta 
f»c» H submerged, expel the niv from 
felt hue* through the nose, then twUt 
Owt lift) the hotul toward the shonldtr 
•» fe#Ui uppermost in swimming nfltn 
tfe north Is above the unrftoe, take * 


shoulders a little higher than feet, but 
whole body forming a straight line, as 
in standing erect on tiptoe. 


The arm movements of the trudgeon 


should vary slightly in accordance 
with the characteristics of the indi- 
vidual on such points as length of 
reach and extension of arms in driv- 
ing. All strain on the muscles must 
be avoided, so it will be obvious that 
while a swimmer with supple shoul- 
ders and limber joints may seek a long 
reach and drive with straight arm an- 
other whose shoulders and Joints are 
stiffpr, less free, will do better by 
shortening the stroke and carrying 
the elbow comfortably bent to pull- 
ing.The leg drive used with the trudgeon 
Is called a scissors kick and consists of 
a slow opening of the legs—front and 
back, as to walking, not lateral-*nd 
a quick, vigorous closing of them. The 
top leg Is brought forward a little, 
almost straight, and toes pointing back; 
the under leg is bent nearly to kneeling 
position, but not quite; then the two 
are snapped together so that knees and 
feet brush. The kick-is introduced at 
the end of the top arm drive—that Is, 
the legs flout apart, relaxed, as this 
arm Is about to complete Its pull, and 
whip together Just as it finishes at the 
thigh. 


Common mistakes In performing the 


scissors kick are opening the legs too 
vide, drawing up the thighs in re- 
covering, separating the knees later- 
ally and making the negative move- 
ments swiftly. 
If the opening of the scissors Is ex- 


cessive or the thighs are drawn up In 
recovering a rather large resisting sur- 
face Is presented to the water, and this 
offsets the benefit derived from the 
drive, so that part of the applied en- 
ergy goes for naught Separating the 
knees sideways also makes the kick 
less effective, because the forward 
shoot Is obtained from the pressure of 
the legs upon the wedge ,of water be- 
tween them, and if they don't close 
near enough the two forces fail .to 
combine, and the resulting impetus is 
greatly reduced. In opening the legs 
too rapidly a check Is placed on the 
body, for the movement Is one of re- 
sistance. 


In swimming the tmdgeon—or any 


stroke, for the matter of that-one 
should aim at keeping the entire body 
from head to feet on the straight line 
of advance. This menus that the head 
thould not be raised or bent in breath- 
Ing, but only twisted sideways from 
tho neck; that the shoulder* should not 
•way from aide to side, bnt roll back 
awl forth, *» on an axle; that Owr* 
should be no bsndli* at tb» watt at 
any tin*.

Announcement has been received In 


this city that, with an escort of over 
a hundred cars from the Chicago Mo 
tor club and allied organizations, the 
first tour of officials of the Dixie High- 
way association over a part of the 
Dixie Highway will start from Chicago 
Saturday, October 9. The Chicago cars 
will accompany the officials for a hun-
